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branous. Flowers sessile to subsessile, yellow; 
pedicels minute or absent, pubescent, bracts 
ovate-lanceolate, about 1.5 mm long, sparing¬ 
ly hairy. Perianth 5, 2 outer usually smaller, 
oblong, ca 2x1 mm, slightly enlarged at 
maturity of nut, entire, acute, glabrous. 
Stamens 5-6, 0.8 mm long ; filaments flat, 
glabrous ; anthers ovate, dorsifixed. Ovary 
trigonous, 0.5-0.6 x 0.2-0.3 mm, glabrous, 
brown ; styles 3, 0.2-0.3 mm long, hyaline ; 
stigma 3, capitate, deep brown, nuts turgidly 
trigonous with sharp acute angles, ca 2x1 
mm, reflexed, glabrous, black.
